When asked who will pay for- their college education, 51% of the

Sixty-seven percent of the college bound students plan on worlcing 
part-time while attending college, six percent plan on worlcing 
full-time while 27% do not plan .on working while they attend 
their college.

Part III Questions for Students Interested In Attending

When students who were interested in attending Montgomery College 
were asked what type of general program they were most interested

Part IV Recommendations 

/l) When asked what their plans were after graduating from high 
school, 39% of the students said they were planning 1^ either get 
a jo6 and continue their education or enroll in a community 
college! Efforts should be made to ensure that these students are 
adequately informed of the educational opportunities -at 
Montgomery College. ' • 

* 2) When asked to rate various aspects of Montgomery College, 
between 17 and 74 percent of the students were undecided on how 
to rate the College. This indicates that these high school 
students do not have a clear percept-ion of the* College, how well, 
it is carrying out its mission, or how it may serve their 
educational needs. A greater effort should be made to inform MCPS 
students about Montgomery College, its accompl ishments , - and what 
it can do for them. 

3) The College's overall reputation is the o^ly attribute of the 
\ . College to be rated poor by more than 11% of the students. Only 

14% of the students said they did not know how to rate the 
CoUe?e's overall reputation. Students have a clear perception of 
Montgomery College's reputation. Efforts should be made to 
enhance the College's reputation with M'CPS high school students-; 

4) Further research should try to ascertain why asian and black 
MCPS high scho61 students were not as positive as hispanic and 
white students were about Montgomery College as a place to start 
their college careers. It is particularly interesting that asian- 
high school stu^.ts did not think as highly of Montgomery 
College as' otherf ethnic groups because Montgomery College asian 

- students tend t6£Nate the College higher thaji othef ethnic groups 
on various Montgomery College surveys. 

5) When asked how they heard about Montgomery College, only three 
* percent 'of the students h^ve heard of it through a College 

representative. The College may wish to fijrther investigate ways 
to increase the impact of College representatives on MCPS 
high school students. 
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i) When college bound students were' asked what Iheir highest 
degree expectation was, only six percent said they expected their 
highest degree to be an associate or certificate from a community 
college. Further research should investigate why such a low 
percentage of MCPS high school students seek a community college 
degree as their highest degree, Is this because- they want to 
obtain an AA and continue for a bachelors or is it because th^ 
do not see the value of" an associate decree as a terminal degree?

The College's overall reputation is the only attribute 
of the College to be rated as poor by more than ^11% of the 
students. It is interesting to ngte that only 14% of the students 
'said they did not know how ♦to rate the College s overall 
reputation. This percentage (14%) is significantly less than the 
percentage of s^^udents who said they did not know how to rate 
other aspects of the College. Students had aa opin^h on the 
quality of the College's reputation and they expressed it. ,

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Part IV Recommendations , - 

1) When asked what their plans were^fter graduating from high 
school, 39% of the Students said they^were planning to either get 
a job and continue their education or enroll in a community 
college. Efforts should be made to ensure that these students are 
adequately . informed^ of the educational opportunities at 
Montgomery College. ^ ' 

2) When asked to rate various, aspects of Montgomery College, 
between 17 and 74 percent of the students^ were undecided on 'how 
to rate the College. This indicates that these high school 
students do not have a clear perception of the College, how well, 
it is doing its mission or how it may serve their educational 
needs. A greater effort should be made to inform MCPS students 
about Montgomery College, its accomplishments, a^d what it^cdn do 
for them; • - 

3) The college's overall reputation is the only attribute of the 
College to be rated poor by more than 11% of the students. Only 
14% of the students said they did not know how to rate the 
College's overall reputation. Students have a clear perception of 
Montgomery College's reputation. Efforts should be made to 
enhance the College's reputation- with MCPS high school students. 

4) Further re^arch should try -to ascertain why asian and black 
MCPS high school students were not as positive as hispanic and 
white students were about Montgomery College as a place to Start 
their college careers. IH-S particularly interesting that asian 
high school students dW not think as highly of Montgomery 
College as other ethnic groups because Montgomery College asian 
stude^s tend to rate the College higher than other ethnic tgroups 
on various Montgomery College surveys. * ' . 

5) When asked how they heard about Montgomery COl le<^e , ., o^ly three, 
percent of the' students have hear^^ff it .through -a' College 
representative. The College may wii|f to further investigate ways 
to increase the impact of Collef^ r>epresentatiYes on MCPS 
hi§h school students. 

6) When college bound students were asked what theit highest 
degree expfectat-ion Was, only six percent said they expected their 
highest degree to be an associate .or certificate from a community 
college. .Further study should investigate why such a low 
percentage of MCPS high school, students seek a community college 
degree as their highest degree. Is this because they want, to 
obtain an AAand continue for a bachelors or is it because they 
do not see the value of. an associ^j^ degree. as a terminal degree? 



7) When students' who wer4 planning to attend a Montgoitffery College 
campus were asked why they chose that campus, 73% of me students 
said the 9onvenience of the campus they chose. The corwenience of 
attending Montgomery College is one of the major drawing cards of 
the College. Further research should investigate ways bf further 
improving the convenience for students attending Montgomery 
College sirtce it is so i,mpo|rtant to them. 

8) A significant percentage (37%) of MCPS students are interested 
in attending afternoon classes at Montgomery Colleae. Morning 
classes have been scheduled for traditional students. *^The College 
sl^ould investigate which .classes these students would like to 
take in the afternoon when the College facilities are utilized 
less than in the morning hours.
